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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art references, neither alone nor in combination, disclose, teach or suggest an 
apparatus for heating a motor vehicle cabin having the combination of elements recited in sole 
independent claim 8. 

Specifically, with respect to independent claim 8, the closest prior art is considered to be 
that of European Patent No. EP 0 985 807 Al ("EP '807"), Van Bashuysen (US 4,335,849), 
Carberry et al. (US 2002/0078681 Al), and Burk et al. (US 2001/0013409 Al). While the 
combined teachings of the EP '807 reference. Van Bashuysen, Carberry et al., and Burk et al. 
may disclose some of the claimed limitations, claim 8 is clearly patentable over these references, 
whether considered individually or in combination, because these references fail to disclose, 
teach, or suggest at least the following claimed elements: "wherein the engine includes means for 
injecting an additional quantity of fuel into at least some of the cylinders of said engine after the 
main injection of fuel therein, and to do so during the expansion stage of the cycle in said 
cylinders, so as to give rise to additional combustion of fuel and increase the temperature of the 
gas flowing in the exhaust system and through the heat exchanger" (emphasis added). 

Moreover, one of ordinary skill in the art would have no reasonable motivation for 
modifying the EP '807 base reference so as to overcome the deficiencies recited above. For 
example, one of ordinary skill in the art would have no motivation at all to provide the engine 
with means for injecting an additional quantity of fuel into at least some of the cylinders of the 
engine during the expansion stage thereof, and after the main injection of fuel therein. Rather, if 
one of ordinary skill in the art were to follow the teachings of the Van Bashuysen secondary 
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reference, he or she would merely increase the main injection of fuel into the engine by choking 
the exhaust gas flow. Refer to Van Bashuysen, column 2, lines 60-67. Van Bashuysen does not 
even mention injecting an additional quantity of fuel into at least some of the cylinders after the 
main injection of fuel has taken place, let alone injecting that additional quantity of fuel into the 
cylinders of the engine during the expansion stage. Because the Van Bashuysen secondary 
reference fails to teach various aspects of the claimed invention, another secondary reference 
would have to be introduced in order to teach the limitations for which it is deficient. However, 
it is a well known principle of patent law that, although there is no limit to the number of 
references that can be used to modify a primary reference, modifying a feature taught in a 
secondary reference (already used to modify the primary reference) is too attenuated from the 
claimed invention to be considered obvious. Thus, in the instant case, the addition of another 
secondary reference to compensate for the deficient teachings of Van Bashuysen would 
constitute the improper modification of a secondary reference. Consequently, it is clearly 
evident that any attempt to modify the teachings of the EP '807 reference, Van Bashuysen, 
Carberry et al, and Burk et al. in an effort to arrive at the claimed invention would necessarily 
involve the application of impermissible hindsight reconstruction . 

Therefore, because the closest prior art fails to disclose, teach, or suggest numerous 
limitations set forth in claim 8, and there is no reasonable motivation for one of ordinary skill in 
the art to modify the closest prior art references (EP '807, Van Bashuysen, Carberry et al, and 
Burk et al.) in such a way so as to cure these deficiencies, independent claim 8 of this application 
is clearly patentable over the prior art. 
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In regard to dependent claims 1 1 and 12, these claims are allowable as being directly 
dependent upon allowable independent claim 8.
